Report of the School Board. 


Milton School District is singularly fortunate in 
being able to continue in service, year after year, teach- 
ers of well-tried and proven efficiency. To this condi- 
tion is due more than to anything else the superiority of 
our schools, noted throughout the state. 


The complete destruction by fire on April 4th of the 
Milton village grammar school building with its entire 
contents was most lamentable ; but our tax-payers came 
loyally to the front and voted to empower the school 
board to hire by note, twenty thousand dollars, to be 
used, in addition to the three thousand dollars received 
for insurance on the old school property, for the erec- 
tionand equipment of a new school building. The result 
is we now have a beautiful, thoroughly modern, fire-proof 
structureof cement and brick that has no superior in any 
town of the size and valuation of Milton, in New Hamp- 
shire. 


Through the courtesy of the trustees of the Nute 
High school, and the wardens of the Baptist church, no 
break was made in the school year. Too much cannot 
be said in praise of these two bodies for their liberality 
in housing our pupils until the new school building was 
ready for occupancy. 


The various school buildings throughout the district 
are in good condition with one exception. Extensive 
changes and repairs should be made in the West Milton 
schoolhouse. The location is unfortunate, and can be 
corrected only by securing control of the land seventy- 
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five to one hundred feet to the south and east, and 
cutting away the growth so that more sunlight may be 
obtained, and the almost swampy surroundings dried 
out. Larger windows should be installed, a good hard- 
wood floor should be laid, and the underpinning thorough- 
ly and permanently fixed. Many of these changes 
would have been made the past year, but experienced 
labor could not be found. 


Since the close of the summer term we have had no 
superintendent of schools, owing to that provision in 
our state laws which makes necessary the employment 
of no less than twenty teachers in any supervisory dis- 
trict. In the spring the Wakefield school board, for 
economic reasons reduced its teaching force by one, 
thus suspending our supervisory district. 


It isa business axiom that no system achieves its 
highest efficiency without trained supervision.
